he became associated with Dr.

Weihsien. After some years’ ser. 
| Vice in this institution, mueh to the 
regret of ali his collezgues, he’ re. 
signed. This wae a great Inna to 
the work. Later on he was invited 
to become the principal of the 
Shansi Imperial University. © This. 
however, he declined The’ next 
few years he spent as a privace 
tuter to a well knawn family” in 
Shanghai, When this post was re 
Enquished he still ved in: Shang- 
until his death. 

Mfr. Couling had been engaged 
far many years in the preparation 
of a work dealing with - Things 
Chinese, After raany years af 
laborious work this was published 
under the title of The Encyclopae- 
iia Sinica, a work that will give 
thim a leading place amongst the 
‘writers on China This won the 
great praise of Dr. Sasce, and 
gained him the Stanislas Jolien 
prize. He often spoke of revising 
and enlarging this valuable work. 
but unfortuately death has robbed 


us cf this. For a few vears be was. 


the Honorary Seeretarry of the 
China Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
! Society. and the Editor of its 
_Journal. He also, revived the old 
{ Chins Review,” under the title of 
the “New China Review.” Under 
his editership the “Review” occu 
pried is distinctive place in the feld 

£ literature dealing with China. 
ie ‘cotained articles from  distin- 
guished writers. 

The Shanghai Municipal Cuoaneil 
invited him te continue the History 
‘af Shanzhat, a work begun by the 
late: Mr. Lanning, He put the frst 
yolume through the press and pre- 
pared the second volume. This is 
now im the printers’ hands and he 
was engaged in the proof reading 
at the time of his death. 
| Sich in the matn’is an outine of 
the public fe of Mr. Couling. He 
was 2 man of a strong personal 
character, which “he impressed on 
the students who came under ‘his 
influence in his.college work. AN 
eConling’s students’ have markect 
characteristics, integrity of pur- 
pose and virility of manhood. Tic 
was 2 fine public speaker and a 
charming writer. He, was of a rr. 
served disnosition but muck beloved 
by those who knew him. The way 
he bore a trying affliction for many 
years showed the triumph of the 
spirit over physical infirmity. Show 
and ostentation were alien to his 
nature but his works testify to his 
industry and ability. After moch 
saffering he is at rest.

Ordered to be Closed. 


Before Mr. EW. Hamilton, at 
the Magistracy thia morning, a 
Chinese was summon by 
Health Inspector Taylor for keep- 
ing an unlicensed dairy at 17, 
Wing Woo Lane. The charge was 
denied by the complainant, who 
asserted that the place was utilis- 
ed as a wholesale distributing 
centre for cow's milk which he 
brought over from his farm in 
Shamshuipo. 


In»pector Taylor stated in 
evidence that at 3.15 p.m. May 
23rd, whilst on duty in Welling- 
ton Street, he noticed a man 
emerging from Wing Woo Lane 
carrying = basket containing 
several bottles of fresh cow's 
milk, some of which ware sub- 
sequently found to bear the name 
of the Wing Wah dairy in em- 
boased . English latters. 
name was printed on some of the 
stoppers and on the other bottlee 
he found oxt Dairy Farm stoppers. 
When qnestioned as to the place 
from which the milk came, the 
man took witness to 17, Wing 
Woo Lane. In the house 
witness found several cans 
containipg milk, some milk 
moessures, two dozen empty 
bottles similar to thoes 
found in the basket,.and also a 
dozen large Dairy Farm milk 
pottles. A quantity of old Dairy 
Farm stoppers was discovered in 
a drawer. ‘The carecaker ssid 
that be was employed to sal! 
milk on the premises and 
volunteered the information that 
the business was ruc by the Wing 
Wah dairy farm at Shamshuipo. 
While witness was ia the shops 
woman came in with s lerge 
Dairy Farm bottle to make 8 pur- 
chase, but wea told by the 
caretaker thet there was 00 
milk to sell, despite the fact 
that there were about five 
gallons. .The smallest measore 
found was balf a pint.

Sir,—What is the meaning of 
cutting off the water in the 
Eastern District, and turning on 
the supply for 2 hours (practically 
one hour, owing to the iiosyn- 
crazies of the Chinese turococks), 
instead of 24 hours a.day, as 
hitherto? Tan't this crue? and 
uoreasonshle? . 

_ Owing to the brief time allowed 
for the muddy water. to travel 
through the pipes, thetenanteofall 
the ist, 2nd. and Sed. floora of the 
houses in the Eastern District are 
unable to obtain a single drop 
of water for washing and cooking 
purposes, as the groand floor 
being generally occupied by shop- 
Keepers and tradespeople, the 
Tittle water that does get through 
the pipes is all drawn off by 
them. :

RENTS AND SALARIES, 


— 


The rent problem is one that 
possesses a common interest to 
people in all countries. For that 
Teasou, it is interesting to take 
note of the manner in which it is 
being dealt with ia Germany. 
There anew housing law, which 
is to be effective for four years at 
least. has just been put into 
operation and it rations housing 
somewhat on the lioes food was 
rationed during the war. Under 
the new system, rent will in 
future cost German residents 
ooly about a fiftieth of their 
income, on an average: but 
tenants have to pay for all re- 
pairs. The idea of rent on an in- 
come basis has its attractions, and | 
it shows that the Germans have 
alot of horse-sense when not on 
"the warpath.

‘| Secret Radios. 


This is an age when the soem- 
ingly impossible becomes possible, 
We notice that Marconi has now 
discovered a method of talking 
by wireless over a range of a 
hundred milea with absolute 
secrecy, using some kind of radio 
device that virtually makes it 
imposaible for anyone to " liston 
in.” It seems only a question of 
time before discoveries will give 
to radio communication all the 
privacy of a private telephone 
Hine, but science inthe main ap 
pears to ba neglecting that side 
of wireless at present and 
to be concentrating on “broad- 
casting.” Maybe it is hoped to 
make the radio industry grow by 
that method, in the interests of 
salesmanship, and forthat purpose 
the less secrecy the better. But 
the time will assuredly come when 
radio communication will bave 
to be more strictly controlled 
than it now is, unless Marconi’s 
latest invention gives the com- 
plete secrecy -that is dosired. 
Otherwise, this poor old world will 
be a very distracting place in 
which to live, .

Lord Lee emphasised that the Treaty surrendered the historic 
British supremacy of the seas in # spirit of trast 2nd in the interests 
of world peace and solvency. Such a. free-will offering was uns 
paralleled in history, bat wholeherrted. Anglo-American agreement — 
for naval equality was perhaps worth more to our security thao 
mere numerical superiority in ship4and men. We were running at 
any rate a theoretical risk by giving effect to tho treatias without 
awaiting ratification by other Powers, because without mutual trust 
the Washington agreements would inevitably break down and the 
world be thrown back into the welter of suspicion and naval ship- 
building which was bringing it te nancial rain.

At the 216th meeting of the 
council of the British Cotton 
Growing Association, held at 
Manchester, it was reported that 
it the Southern Provinces of 

the crop has sufe-ad 
severely from unfevoursble ¢} a- 
aticeonditions, There has also 
been a large demand for the 
cotton for the pative spinning | 
industry, .acd it ia therefors* 
anticipated: that the associa- 
tion’s purchases will show 
a cunsiderable reduction from 
last year’s. Tho cultivation of © 
iroproved long-staple ~cotten in 
the Northern Provincss con- 
tinues to make steady progress, 
and the purchasss of this type 
ofcotton so lar this year con- 
stitute a record, viz, 7.357 bales, 
gs comparsd with 3,016 bales for 
the same period of last year.

— 


The Problems of Indian India. 


[BY st. NUHAL SINGH IN THE 
LONDON “OBSERVER.” ] 

In discussing Indian issues one 
is likely to speak and to think of 
India as if it were merely British 
India, ‘There is Indian India, 
however, one-third as _ lane 
as British India, roughly 
speaking, over 325,000 square 
miles in area, and possessirg a 
population of about one-footth 


tha: of British Indis, or almost: - . ae 
twice as large as that of Great ru are + veerdingly warzow att] Typ tara 


Britain, The outsite world be-| 
lost sight of it because it is not a 
single geographic or political unit. 
Te ia unequally divided among 
some 710 Indian rulers, of various 
races and religions, a few possess- 
ing States as large as important 
countries in Europe, while many 
tule over only a few miles of ter- 
vitory. The more important 
among them possess full or 
almost. full internal sovereignty. 
including power to pass capitel 

- xentence upon their subjects, who 
are not optside the jariadiction of 
courts in British India. 

The British palicy towards the 
Rajas has varied considerably ar 
different periods. At one tima it 
seemed that the rulers of British 
India were bent upon crushing 
therm out of existence and annex- 
ing their territories. Later, the 
policy appeared to be to presarve 
their entity, but to keep them in 
effective subjection. Since Lord 
Minto’s day the policy of inces- 
sant interventicn. in the internal 
affairs of the Rajas has, received 
littke encouragement from the 
Viceroy. During tbs war, when 
one Indian sovereign ruler vied 
with another io strengthening 
Hritain’s hand, a breach was 
made in the British policy tokeep 
one Raje isolated from every 
other. and macbinerywas perfect- 
ed whereby the Rajes could con- 
fer one with the other. 

The dual political entity of 
India is represented upon the 
map. by patches of sallow lying 
alongside patches of red. Inone 
plnce the yellow predominates : 
in others it 18 Conspicuous by ite 
a¥oence. . 


STAGES OF DEVELOPMENT. 

Vhis difference io political col- 
auring does not, however, create 
a difference in physiography. 
The physical features of British 
districts are much the same as 
those of the territories of this or 
that Raja alongside which they 
lie. Nor is there any marked 
ethnological differences. A 
Raje’s subjects do not much 
differ in race and creed from the 
British-Indian subjects in the 
contiguous British territory. 

The historic development has, 
however, followed different lines 
in the two Indias. Owing to In- 
dian rule, the impact of the Wes: 
has, tor instance, been not quite 
so atrong in the various Indian 
Statea as has been the casein 
British India. Conversely. In- 
dian ideas, customs and cultare 
hare survived to apgreater degree. 
In thet respect, however, no two 
Srates ave alike, partly owing: to 
feograpbical causes and partly 
to tae character of the adminis- 
tration and the personal attitude 
of the ruler. ~ 

It thas baopens that various 
portions. of Indian India are in 
different stages of evolution. 
Judged by Western standards. 
some are more progressive than 
Speaking generally, 
however, rersonal rule still sur- 
vives, though its arbitrary char- 
acter has bean . considerably 
changed, as the reanlt of British 
pressure on the one side and, toa 
lesser extent, to the growth of 
public opinion within the States. 

THE RAJA OF TO-DAY, ~ 

If tha Raja whose word.was 
law bas not actually disappeared, 
he cannot survive long. Every 
Indian sovereign ruler whom I 
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“Thawever, ba equally wrong to 


convey the impression that they 
are trying actively to resist it, 
Many of them. indeed, recognise 
the inevitability of change, and; 
know that the utmost-that they 
ran expect tado ia to guide the 
movement into safe channels, 


TIMID REFORM. 


This is, in cansequence, an era 
of great constitutional activity in 
India of the Rajss. In nearly 
evees State which I have visited 
Thave fourd the Ministers busy 
drafting new Conssitutions, In 
many instances their eas of te: t 


timid. Few of them are reals 
actuated by the desird to aim at 
substituting, in course of time, 
canstitntional in place of personal 
tule. Thay no doutt know that 
their masters are unprepared for 
so drastic a change, end, there 
fore, have heen driven merely to

councils, In isolsted instances, 
where the Dewan, or Prime Min- 
ister, was. in effect, the ruler, I 
have notaced that tha stumbling- 
block in the path of reform was 
rot so much the fear of the Raje 
as tha Dewan's own monopolistic 
instinct. Human nature is queer! 
Tt hates to part with authority 
even wben authority is traosi- 
torr, the Dewan, unlike the Raja, 
being only the creature of the day. 
’ The British connection some- 
what complicates the situation. 
The Rajas have their treaty 
relations with the British. In 
formulating “constitutional re- 
forrax they bave to make sure 
that they do not give away any 
power which would make it 
difficult for than to folfil those 
obligations. In duferent Indian 
Stazes the reservation of pawers 
will no doubt take different forms: 
but everywhere it, is bound to 
slacken the pace of conssitutional 
reform. 


An important difference be- 
tween [rdian India and British 
India is this. In the Indian 
States personal and  pelitical 
causes combine to keep down the 
agitation, whereas they accea 
tuate it in British India. Indians 
being the rulers in those States, 
understand the ruled better, and 
can dare co take action to regulate 
speech and writing which would 
make the foreign ralers of British 
India gasp. The people in Indian 
India cannot. moreover. forget 
fora moment thas the avthorits 
of their ruler has behind i: the 
sanction of British military 
power. They are, therefore, 
quite easily overawed 


All these agencies combined 
have, however. failed to stifle 
agitation in Indian India. It has 
been rooted that the subjects of} 
the various Rajas should make 
common cause, and have a con- 
gress of their own wherein to 
ventilate their grieva.cee and 
davise measures for their redress. 
The idea ia naturally not popular 
with the Rajas or their Ministers. 
Itatands to reason, however, that 


the policy of keeping the Rajas‘l. 


subjacts divided, or, for that 
matter. of keeping the people of 
British India and” Indian India 
separate, cantot but fail. The 
forces making for democracy are 
the same, and a movernent which 
will fuse the two Indias together 
is only a matter of time.
